THE ENEMY PROPERTY ACT , 1968 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows :-- 

1. Short title , extent, application and commence 
ment. ( 1) This Act may be called the Enemy 
Property Act , 1968 .
